Claims 1-9 are pending in the instant application. Claims 10-22 are canceled. 
Response 

Applicant's remarks and amendment to the claims filed on 1/28/2008 are acknowledged. 
The rejections made in the previous office action are withdrawn. 

Reasons for Allowance 

The present invention is directed to pyrazine compounds of formula (A), depicted in 
claim 1 . The closest prior art of record is JP 54-16497 (Genda et al.), which does not teach or 
provide the requisite motivation to make the instantly claimed compounds, wherein anN- 
heterocyclic moiety is off the phenyl ring of the pyrazine core. Therefore claims 1-9 are 
allowed.
